SPANISH:  Miss  Corinne  L.  Saucier,  B.S.,  A.M. 

The  Spanish  Departiiifiit  is  rapidly  iiurt'asiiig  in  size.  Not  ()nl\  is  the  study  of  Spanish 
made  inteiestiiijj  by  the  very  capable  professor,  Miss  Corinne  Saucier,  but  the  Spanisii 
students  have  the  opportunity  of  teaching  the  j»raniinar  f;rade  children  simple  Spanisii 
lessons.  Too,  the  students  of  the  collejje  feel  that  Spanish,  as  the  modern  commercial 
lanjjuage,  is  iinportant.  Miss  Saucier,  head  of  the  department,  received  her  U.S.  degree  in 
1922  from  Feabody  College  and  her  A.M.  degree  in  192;;.  She  did  graduate  study  at 
Sorbonne,  Paris,  in  1927  and  1928.  Sh^  attended  I'olumbia  I'n.versity  in  1950  and  1931 
Miss  Saucier  has  been  teacher  of  French  in  St.  Gabriel  and  Bolton  High  Schools,  1922-1927, 
and  the  College  of  St.  Scholastica  in  Minnesota  in  1028  and  1929.  In  1931  she  accepted 
a  position  as  professor  of  foreign  languages  at  this  institution. 


ENGLISH:  Professor  S.  M.  Byrd,  A.B.,  A.M. 

The  English  Oeparlment  is  especially  important  in  a  Teacher's  College.  Professor 
S.  M.  Byrd  as  director  of  the  department's  activities,  has  done  much  to  increase  the 
eflFectiveness  of  this  department.  Mr.  Byrd  has  through  special  interest  in  Louisiana  stories 
and  authors,  secured  prominent  scholars  of  the  day  and  Louisiana  writers  to  speak  to  the 
student  botly  and  faculty.

Mr.  Hyrd  served  as  a  member  of  the  faculty  of  Tulane  during  the  summers  of  1914  to 
1922.  He  also  was  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Texas  and  Mississippi.  In  1922  he 
accepted   a  position   on  the   Normal    faculty. 


HISTORY:  Professor  Paul  Weiss,  Ph.B.,  A.M. 

Mr.  Paul  Weiss,  head  of  the  History  Department,  shoukl  be  commended  for  the  interest 
he  has  created  in  the  study  of  this  subject.  History  is  not  only  of  value  as  a  study  of  past 
generations  but  also  of  the  current  economic  situations  here  and  abroad.  Mr.  Weiss  received 
his  Ph.B.  degree  from  the  Brown  University  in  1905.  In  1924  he  received  his  .A.M.  degree 
from  the  Louisiana  State  University.  He  did  graduate  study  at  Columbia  and  Peabody. 
Prior  to  his  acceptance  of  a  position  with  this  college  in  1921,  he  served  as  Principal  of 
high   schools   in   Indiana  and   Louisiana. 


MUSIC:  Professor  Christian  Jordan,  B.  of  Music,  M.  of  Music 

The  music  department,  directed  by  Professor  Christian  Jordan,  has  made  more  progress 
this  past  year  than  heretofore.  Not  oidv  music  maj(.rs  hut  the  entire  stutlent  bodv  is 
interested  in  this  department's  progress.  The  band  and  the  orchestra  aid  in  many  student 
activities.  The  string  (|uartet  and  the  Cilee  Clubs  have  given  program--  in  other  s<-hools 
and  have  made  several  radio  broadcasts.  The  college  has  reason  for  pride  in  the  Music 
Department  after  hearing  the  splendid  (Jraduate  recitals  that  are  presented  throughout 
the  year.  Professor  Jordan  received  his  B.  of  Music  at  the  Chicago  Musical  College  in 
1916  and  his  M.  of  Music  from  Knupper  School  of  Music,  Chicago,  in  1918.

Library  Science  teaches  the  use  of  the  lilirary  anil  methods  of  filing  materials  and  hooks 
for  library  usage.  An  evidence  of  the  increased  seriousness  on  the  part  of  the  students  has 
been  noted  by  a  decided  rise  in  the  amount  of  reading.  Miss  Russell  graduated  from  the 
State  Normal  in  1889  and  received  her  A.B.  degree  in  1928.  She  was  a  student  in  the 
I'niversity  of  Chicago  in  1909  and  1910.  In  1930  and  1931  she  did  graduate  study  at  the 
Columbia  University  School  of  Library  Service.  After  teaching  at  St.  Mary's  Academy  in 
Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  in  1907  to  1909,  she  accepted  her  present  position  as  a  professor 
at  the  Louisiana  State  Normal  College.  At  present  she  also  serves  in  the  capacity  of 
Librarian. 


COMMERCE:  Professor  N.  B.  Morrison,  A.B.,  A.M. 

The  commercial  department,  though  younger  than  other  departments,  has  developed  a 
surprising  enrollment.  Students  from  every  department  in  the  college  pursue  courses  in 
either  typing  or  shorthand,  which  greatly  aids  them  in  completing  other  departmental 
assignments.  Professor  Morrison,  head  of  the  department,  received  an  A.B.  degree  in  1923 
from  the  College  of  Emporia.  He  served  as  Head  of  the  Commercial  Department  in  the 
Junior  College  at  Ida,  Kansas,  from  1926  to  1929.  In  1930  he  received  his  M.A.  degree 
from  the  University  of  Iowa,  accepting  a  position  with  the  State  Normal  College  the  same 
year. 


PHYSICAL  EDUCATION:  Dr.  Charles  C  Stroud,  A.B.,  M.D. 

To  help  students  develop  bodies  that  are  physically  ^vholesome,  mentally  stimulating  and 
satisfying,  and  sociail\-  sound  is  the  aim  of  all  physical  education  directors  at  Normal. 
Under  the  capable  guidance  of  Dr.  C.  C.  Stroud,  head  of  the  department,  this  aim  is  being 
realized.  Dr.  Stroud  received  his  A.B.  degree  at  Tufts  in  1894  and  '"  '^9^  received  his 
M.D.  degree.  He  was  head  of  the  Physical  Training  Department  at  Tufts,  the  ITniversity 
of  Rochester,  and  Mercer  ITniversity.  Prior  to  his  accepting  a  position  on  the  Normal  staff 
in  1924,  he  was  athletic  director  and  professor  of  history  at  the  Louisiana  State  Universit\. 


LATIN:  Professor  R.  W.  Winstead,  A.B.,  A.M. 

The  Latin  Department  is  one  in  which  the  studetits  receive  more  than  a  mere  knowledge 
of  the  language.  Latin  correlates  with  most  every  curriculum  in  the  college.  Professor 
Winstead,  associate  professor  of  Latin,  received  his  A.B.  degree  from  Peabody  (\)llege  in 
1902  and  his  master's  degree  in  1930.  He  was  principal  of  high  schools  in  Tennessee, 
Alabama  and  Louisiana  until  1908  when  he  accepted  a  position  at  the  Louisiana  State 
Normal  College. 


FRENCH:  Miss  G.  Portre-Bobinsky,  A.B.,  B.S. 

The  study  of  French  is  made  interesting  by  a  vivacious  professor  from  across  the  sea. 
The  lessons  do  not  deal  entirely  with  translation  and  grammar  drills;  a  large  part  of  the 
term  is  spent  doing  projects  of  individual  interests.  Miss  Portre-Bobinsky  received  a 
diploma  from  College  de  Perigueux,  France,  1917.  In  1922  she  attended  (Jcorge  Peabody 
College  for  Teachers,  in  1932  recei\ing  a  B.S.  degree.  The  summer  of  1932  was  spent  there 
also  for  graduate  study.  Miss  Portre  has  been  instructor  of  French  at  Blackdown  School, 
Wellington,  England,  and  at  Sandgate,  Kent,  England,  during  the  years  1917  to  1919. 
She  became  a  member  of  the  Norma!  faculty  in  1925. 
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AS  Dran  of   Instruction  of   the  Louisiana  State  Normal,   Dr.  Ford  has  won    the  respect  and 
r    \     i.mtidcnce  of  the  faculty  and  the  student  body.    He  is  well  qualified  for  the  position  he 
'  ^    holds.    He  graduated  from  the  Louisiana  State   Ni>rmal  in    1910  and   received  his  A.B. 

degree  from  the  Louisiana  State  L'niversity  n  1V24.  His  master's  and  doctor's  degrees 
were  both  received  from  the  George  Peabody  College  for  Teachers  in  1926  and  19}1  respectively. 
After  .serving  as  assistant  superintendent  and  chssroom  supervisor  of  Calcasieu  Parish  from  191} 
to  I92S,  he  accepted  a  position  as  assistant  Professor  of  Education  on  the  Normal  faculty.  In 
|9}0  he  was  associate  Professor  of  Education  and  Dean  of  Instruction.  In  19M  he  was  appointed 
to  his  present  position.  Dr.  Ford  has  prosed  his  comjxtency  by  solving  wisely  and  carefully  the 
many   and   various  problems   that   have   confronted  him. 

This  past  year  Miss  Dean  Vamado  was  chosen  again  to  serve  as  Dean  of  Women.  She 
entered  this  college  as  a  student  in  189*),  graduating  from  Normal  in  1899.  After  receiving  her 
A.M.  degree  from  Columbia  in  190^,  she  Ixcame  dehnitcly  connected  with  this  institution.  Miss 
Vamado  was  Dean  of  Women  at  the  State  Normal  from  1914  to  1922.  In  1919  she  received 
a  special  diploma,  teaching  history,  from  Columbia  University.  From  1923  to  193J  Miss  N'arnado 
was  Professor  of  History,  resuming  her  present  position  in  1933.  Probably  no  one  is  qualified  to 
guide  the  women  students  so  well  as  she.  The  situations  and  problems  that  arise  are  the  same  ones 
.*hc  has  dealt  with  in  the  past  years  and  each  time  has  settled  satisfactorily.  Miss  N'emado  is 
adapted  to  her  work;  she  is  a  conscientious  and  lovable  advisor.  Only  gratitude  and  appreciation 
can  be  felt  in  the  heart  of  each  woman  student  for  the  personal  guidance  she  has  received. 

Profc.<;sor  He  aid,  although  new  in  his  present  position  as  Dean  of  Men  and  head  of  the  Bureau 
of  Student  Activities,  has  proved  his  ability  to  cope  with  any  situation  that  may  arise  within  his 
jurisdiction.  Not  only  is  he  capable  of  the  trust  given  him  as  Dean  of  Men,  but  he  has  enthusi- 
astically attacked  each  unsolved  problem  with  an  unreserved  vigor  and  determination.  Professor 
Heald  received  his  A.B.  degree  at  the  Iowa  State  Teacher's  College  in  1916  and  his  M.A.  degree 
at  the  Iowa  State  Dniveriity  in  1923.  He  has  had  graduate  study  at  the  Louisiana  State  Uni- 
versity, attended  the  summer  seiiions  of  the  University  of  Iowa  in  1928  and  1929.  acted  as  super- 
intendent of  the  puSIic  schools  of  Iowa  and  was  instructor  in  the  Iowa  State  Teacher's  College 
during  the  iurnmcrs  of  1916  to  1920.    Professor  Heald  started  his  work  at  this  college  in  1923.

HISTORY  OF  LOUISIANA  STATE  NORMAL  COLLEGE 

FOUNDING 

On  July  8,  1884,  in  the  state  Legislature  of  Louisiana,  a  law  was  passed  which  provided  for  the  creation 
of  the  State  Normal  School,  and  a  small  appropriation  was  made  for  its  support.  The  State  Board  of 
Education  decided  that  Natchitoches  was  best  suited  for  the  location  of  the  school,  and  the  grounds  for- 
merly used  by  the  Convent  of  The  Sacred  Heart  were  presented  them  for  the  site.

GROUNDS  AND   BUILDINGS 

TTie  first  building  on  the  site  of  what  is  now  the  campus  of  the 
Louisiana  State  Normal  College  was  a  beautiful  plantation  home  built  in 
1832,  and  owned  by  the  Bullard  family.  The  four  historic  columns  which 
remain  on  the  campus  were  a  part  of  this  building. 

In  1857  the  Catholic  Order  of  The  Sisters  of  the  Sacred  Heart  pur- 
chosed  the  property  from  the  Bullard  estate  for  a  convent  and  erected  a 
large  brick  building,  later  called  the  Convent  Building.  During  the  War 
between  the  States  the  school  was  suspended,  and  the  building  was  used  a; 
a  hospital.  These  two  buildings  were  used  for  many  years  as  the  physical 
plant  of  the  school  and  many  fond  memories  and  stories  are  recalled  by 
those  who  went  to  school  and  lived  in  them. 

In  1894,  East  Hall  was  built.  This  was  the  dormitory  about  which 
many  legends  have  been  handed  down.  On  its  third  floor  was  supposed 
to  have  lived  the  ghost  of  a  beautiful  nun  who  moved  there  when  the  old 
convent  building  had  been  torn  down.  East  was  demolished  in  1927,  and 
ingenious  students  undertook  the  moving  of  the  ghost  to  old  Brown 
Building,  now  the  music  building. 

Other  buildings  have  followed  through  the  years,  and  the  College  is 
today  a  modem  plant  that  can  be  seen  from  the  aerial  view  on  page  35.

ADMINISTRATION 

There  have  been  many  personaUties  connected  with  Normal  history  who  have  helped  to  mold  its  char- 
acter and  worth.     Each  of  its  presidents  served  Normal  well,  taking  it  forward  through  the  years.     The 
first  president  was  Dr.  Edward  E.  Sheib,  who  opened  the  school  on  November  1,  1885,  with  twenty-seven 
students  and  a  faculty  of  three,   includmg  himself.    In  1888,  Dr.  Sheib  was  called  to  the  University  of 
South  Carolina,  and  Thomas  Boyd  was  elected  to  the  position,  which  he  held  for  eight  years,  at  the  end 
of  which  he  became  president  of  the  Louisiana  State  University.   At  this 
time,  a  beloved  member  of  the  faculty,  Mr.  B.  C.  Caldwell,  was  unani- 
mously elected  to  the  presidency.    He  retired  from  office  after  twelve  years 
of  service.    In  July,   1908,  Jame  B.  Aswell  was  elected  to  succeed  Mr. 
Caldwell  as  president.    Mr.  Aswell  was  president  for  three  years,  after 
which  he  had  a  long  and  brilliant  career  as  representative  from  Louisiana 
to  Congress.     Mr.  V.  L.  Roy  succeeded  Mr.  Aswell  and  was  president  of 
the  College  until  1929,  at  which  time  he  resigned,  and  President  W.  W. 
Tison,  who  had  long  been  associated  with  the  College  as  both  student 
professor,  was  elected  to  succeed  Mr.  Roy.

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FACULTY   AND   ALUMNI 

It  is  difficult  to  try  to  name  all  the  prominent  personalities  who  have  been  connected  with  the  Normal 
faculty.  However,  the  following  have  been  taken  from  the  annuals  and  history  of  the  college  as  having  pro- 
jected themselves  above  all  for  their  continued  service  to  Normal: 

Professor  Alby  L.  Smith  was  training  teacher  and  institute  conductor  for  ten  years.  It  is  in  his  honor  that  the 
Alumni  Association  Scholarship  Fund  was  established;  Professor  R.  L.  Himes  who  helped  to  develop  student 
activities  on  the  campus  through  organization  of  S.  A.  K.,  first  literary  society  on  the  campus;  Miss  Bessie 
Russell,  a  teacher  in  the  training  school  for  many  years,  and  the  first  president  of  the  Alumni  Association; 
Professor  E.  L.  Stephens,  one  of  Louisiana's  prominent  educators,  now  president  of  S.  L.  I.  at  Lafayette:  Miss 

Agnes  Morris,  who  became  widely  known  in  the  state  through  her 
service  in  institute  and  Chautauqua  work;  Mrs.  Lizzie  Carter  McVoy, 
now  associate  professor  of  English  at  Louisiana  State  University,  will 
long  be  remembered  for  her  strong  personality  and  ability  as  a  teacher; 
two  other  noted  teachers  connected  with  the  Normal  were:  Miss  Hen- 
rietta Lewis  and  Miss  Jessie  Bowdcn  (who  is  now  Mrs.  J.  E.  Stephens, 
of  Natchitoches,  La.),  Professor  H.  E.  Chambers,  who  is  well  known 
for  his  works  of  Louisiana  history,  was  a  member  of  the  faculty  from 
1899  to  I90I. 

Of  the  present  faculty,  there  are  a  number  who  have  been  closely 
associated  with  Normal  history  for  many  years.  Miss  Dean  Varnado, 
the  present  Dean  of  Women  and  member  of  the  history  faculty,  has 
been  known  and  loved  by  manv  Normal  students.  Miss  Scharlie 
Russell,  the  librarian,  has  served  in  this  capacity  for  many  years,  and 
has  been  responsible  for  the  immense  growth  of  this  part  of  the  college. 
Dr.  J.  E.  Guardia,  who  has  charge  of  the  plans  now  being  made  for 
Normal's  celebration  of  its  fifty  years  of  progress,  is  a  graduate  of  this 
college,    distinguished    for    his    interest    in    Louisiana    geography   and 
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Natchitoches  history.  Miss  Martha  Feltus  can  be  remembered  for  her  many  years  of  faithful  service  to  the 
unique  Uterary  societies  which  played  such  an  important  part  in  Normal  history.  Mrs.  Williamson  (Orra  Car- 
roll), Mr.  Winstead,  Miss  Augusta  Nellcen,  and  Mr.  Fournet  have  also  seen  many  years  of  service  to  Normal. 
Coach  Prather  celebrated  this  year  his  twenty-first  year  of  association  with  the  athletics  at  Normal. 

The  person  who  has  the  distinction  of  being  on  the  Normal  faculty  for  the  longest  period  of  time  is  our  Mr. 
George  Williamson.  As  this  book  goes  to  the  press,  Normal  is  making  plans  for  the  building  of  a  museum  to 
house   the   wonderful   collection   of   Indian   relics   which   Mr.   Williamson   has   so 
ardently  gathered  together  during  his  life  time.     This  museum  will  be  a  fitting 
memorial  to  the  life  of  this  man  whose  years  of  service  to  Normal  will  ever  be 
commemorated  by  the  Williamson  Memorial  Museum. 

President  Tison  was  a  graduate  of  this  institution,  and  was  for  many  years  head 
of  the  chemistry  department  of  this  college  before  becoming  its  president. 

ALUMNI 

Normal  boasts  of  many  famous  alumni,  many  of  whom  have  become  leaders 
in  the  field  of  education  in  this  state  and  others.  Some  few  of  these  are:  Mrs. 
Mattie  O'Daniel  Rinsland,  Mrs.  Bertha  Cooke  Sanders,  Dr.  R.  K.  Nabors,  Merle 
C.  Taylor,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Reagan  Wheelis,  Miss  Roberta  Newell,  Hon.  T.  H. 
Harris,  Charles  F.  Trudeau,  John  M.  Foote,  Dr.  M.  C.  Robertson,  A.  M.  Hopper, 
and  Mr.  J.  W.  Bateman. 

Others  of  the  alumni  have  gone  into  the  other  professions,  and  the  names  of 
Normal  graduates  may  be  read  in  the  annals  of  law,  medicine,  business,  military 
science,  religion,  and  other  important  professions. 
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ATHLETICS 

When  the  College  is  celebrating  its  fiftieth  birthday  this  year,  Coach  H.  L.  Prathcr 
will  have  reached  his  twenty-first  vear  as  a  director  of  Normal  athletic  teams.  "Coach." 
as  he  is  affectionately  called,  has  produced  some  of  the  finest  teams  ever  to  perform  in  this 
state.  The  outstanding  football  machines  were  those  of  1920  and  1932,  the  former  had  as 
its  offensive  spark  plug  our  present  Assisunt  Coach,  Harry 
Turpin.  TTie  last  mentioned  team  was  composed  of  such  well 
known  linesmen  as  Charles  West,  Merrill  Gallion,  Ray  Miller  and 
Doakey  Wimberly;  its  backfield  stars  were  Gainnie  Hyams, 
"Faize"  Mahfouz  and  George  Heard.  Passing  from  football  to 
track,  we  find  a  champion  relay  team  representing  the  Normal 
for  the  past  five  or  six  years,  the  present  S.  I.  A.  A.  hundred 
yard  dash  record  holder,  Erskine  Cook,  and  several  third  places 
in  the  S.  I.  A.  A.  track  and  fields  meets.  Basketball  teams 
perhaps  best  represent  the  consistency  of  our  teams.  Normal  has 
never  had  a  poor  team  in  this  sport.  The  best  combination  was 
probably  the  one  which  represented  us  during  the  War  days. 
Leroy  S.  Miller  and  E.  B.  Robert  were  the  mainstays  of  that 
crcat  five.  Dr.  Stroud  took  over  the  duties  of  baseball  coach 
.wicT  "Coach"  Prather  had  turned  out  John  Paul  Jones,  who 
went  directly  from  here  to  the  Texas  League  and  then  to  the 
New  York  Giants.  At  the  present  time,  Normal  is  represented 
in  professional  baseball  by  "Big  Boy"  McKellar,  former  Normal 
"fence  buster."  So,  as  the  College  has  progressed,  our  athletics 
ha\c  moved  on,  and  today  they  rank  with  the  best. 
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PUBLICATIONS 


The  Potpourri  and  Current  Sauce  have  long  been  a  source  of  pride  and  joy  to  both 
the  resident  students  and  the  alumni  who  helped  them  in  their  infancy.    Of  the  two,  the 
Current  Sauce  is  the  older  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  Potpourri  is  now  twenty- 
five  years  old,  or,  we  might  say,  half  as  old  as  the  College.    It  is  hard  to  evaluate  the 
worth  of  either  of  these  publications  except  to  say  that  they  are  filling  a  need  in  the 
Journalistic  field  that  would  otherwise  remain  barren.    The  Current  Sauce  has  recently 
joined  the  National  Student  Press  Association  and  since  its  affiliation  with  that  organiza- 
tion, the  Current  Sauce  has  offered  the  students,  besides  the  regular  four  pages  of  news, 
a  four  page  rotogravure  section  of  views  and  interesting  individuals  from  other  campuses. 
The  Potpourri  has  gradually  become  a  work  of  art,  not 
only   in   the   literary   field   but   in   the   field   of   artistic 
reproduction.    The  Potpourri  compares  favorably  with 
the  yearbooks  of  all  the  best  schools,  and  our  1931  book 
was  picked  as  a  prize  winner  in  its  division  of  the  Alpha 
Phi  Gamma  yearbook  contest.   Miss  Margurite  Teer  was 
the  editor  and  R.  L.  Ropp  was  the  adviser  of  the  prize 
annual.

football,  track,  and  tcnn  s.  In  1950,  the 
Demons  emerged  as  champions  of  the  Little 
Four  in  football,  runner-up  to  Centenary  in 
the  S.  I.  A.  A.  basketball  tournament,  run- 
ner-up to  L.  S.  U.  at  the  Southwestern  Relay 
Carnival,  and  runner-up  to  Louisiana  Tech 
at  the  District  S.  L  A.  A.  Track  and  Field 
meet.  The  Demons  rep)eated  as  champions 
of  the  Little  Four  in  1932,  and  were  no: 
scored  on  by  any  of  the  Little  Four  oppon- 
ents. They  finished  in  third  place  at  the  S. 
L  A.  A.  basketball  tournament  and  were 
again  second  to  Louisiana  Tech  a:  the  Dis- 
trict Track  and  Field  meet.  On  the  football 
field.  Coach  Prather's  teams  have  been  con- 
sistent winners.  Coach  Turpin  has  produced 
record-smashing  dash  men  and  relay  teams 
on  the  cinder  path,  and  the  basketball  teams 
have  been  in  the  championship  class  every 
season.

V^OACH  PRATHER'S  Demon  five  ended  the  1933-34  basketball 
season  with  a  record  of  thirteen  wins  and  ten  losses.  The  conference 
standing  at  the  end  of  the  regular  season  was  nine  wins  and  six  losses. 
The  Normal  five  was  again  invited  to  represent  their  district  at  the  S. 
I.  A.  A.  tournament  held  in  Jackson,  Mississippi.  The  first  game 
was  lost  by  the  score  of  43-41  to  Berea  College  of  Kentucky.  Berea 
advanced  to  the  finals  and  lost  a  close  game  to  Western  Kentucky 
Teachers. 

Coach  Prather  was  faced  from  the  beginning  of  the  season  with 
the  problem  of  finding  the  best  combination  in  a  large  squad.  It  was 
not  until  near  the  middle  of  the  season  that  he  was  able  to  make  this 
selection,  and  from  that  time  on  the  team  was  handicapped  by  injuries. 
Perkins  and  Doughty  both  were  lost  to  the  team  for  about  two  weeks 
near  the  end  of  the  season.  It  would  be  unjust  to  both  the  coach  and 
members  of  their  team  to  say  that  it  fell  below  the  average  Normal 
quintet.  Injuries,  too  much  material  making  it  difficult  to  find  the 
best  combination,  and  other  things  attributed  to  many  of  the  losses. 

The  team  was  a  question  which  was  never  answered  during  the  en- 
tire season.  The  men  playing  regularly  were  good  in  their  respective 
positions  and  had  it  not  have  been  for  injuries  their  team  of  1933-34 
might  have  gone  down  in  Normal's  athletic  history  as  one  of  its 
greatest.
